THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 


Typically Gilbertian. 


‘Hongkong-has just had the op- 
portunity of seeing that most 
humorous farce, “A Little Bit of 
Fluff” which was xo excellently 
staged by the A-D.C:. They are 
now ‘to bs treated toan entirely 
different type of entertainment in 
the production of Gilbert and Sul- 
livan'’s famous Opera “Iolanthe” 
by the Philharmonic Society, the 
first performance of which com: 
mences at 9.15 on Friday, Decem- 
ber 11th, al the Theatre Royal. - 

This Opera was first produced 
at the Savoy in London about 40 
years ago and was an immediate 
suecesa, and hag ‘been revived on 
several occasions since. It has 
always ‘been a favourite with 
amateurs, largely because of its 
many enchanting musical num- 
bers, whilst Gilbert's satire, al- 
most ut its best in ‘this Opera, 
readily appeals to the sense of 
humour of the audience. 

The plot, a typically Gilbertian 
one, is doubtless well-known by 
new in-the Colony: consequently 
only a brief reference thereto is 
necessary here. England's Lord 
Chancellor has married « Fairy, 
lolanthe, an unpardonable offence 
on the part of the latter punish- 
able by death; the Queen of the 
Fairies, who loves her, has com- 
muted the sentence to penal ser- 
wilude for life on condition that 
she leaves her husband and never 
sees him again.

‘Kuo SUNG-LING'S TRICK, Tr DIAMOND A j 


Peking, Dee. 7, 

Foreign telegrams from Mukden 
State that-Kue Sung-ling’s forces, 
under the preténco of surrender- 
Ing, turned Chang Tso-lin’s left 
flank. Chang Tso-lin’s defence 
line completely collapsed and he is 
in full retrent toward Mukden. He 
may make a Iast-stand on tha Liao 
river. , : :

Tokyo, Dec. 7. 

It is learned from a very reliable 
source that Japanese troops will 
probably be despatched shortly. to 
reinforce the Manchurian garrison, 
which is greatly ‘under strength, 
owing to time-expired conscripts 
recently returning to Japan. :

Clash Expected Near Tientsin.

A TEACHER'S CLAU 


STORY OF AN ALLEGED 
DEFICIENCY. 


Defendant Master aler Gets Judgment. 


A Chinese vernacular ee 
teacher Was the plaintiff in ‘an 
action in’ the Summary Court 
yesterday. His name is Hon Yuk- 
sing, a certificated teacher, and 
he aued Wong Yee-man, school- 
master of 57 and 68 Battery. Street, 
Yaumati, for $94.40, being four 
montha salary at $40 a, month, less 


Mr. G, R. Hayward appeared for 
the plaintisf and Mr. C. A. S. Russ 
for the defendant, - 

Mr, Hayward read a letter re- 
ceived from defendant in which he 
said plaintiff was not capable of 
correcting Chinese composition 
and another teacher _ had__ to 
be engaged for this © work, 
for which he had to pay $10 
n month, and which amount plain- 
tiff agreed -should be deducted 
from his wages. The letter set 
out details as  follows.—Four 
months salary for the extra 
teacher at $10 a. month, $40: 
board and lodging’ at $13.50 a 
month, $54; and payment made 
$66, B total of $160, which was 
four” months’ salary at $40 a 
month. - 

Mr. Hayward added that his 
client was eapable of piesa 
Chinese composition but had never 
been asked to do so, 

. Board in Addition. 

Plaintiff bore this out ° 
evidence. He suid the aerisee! 
ment wns that he was to get his 
board and lodging in addition to 
$40 a month. He had received 
$65.40 and there was due to him 
$94.60. He tuught the first class 
and he had to teach Chinese com- 
position. He did not agree at any 
time that another teacher should 
be engaged for this composition 
and that the latter was to be paid 
$10 from witness's sulary. 

Cross-examined, witness said he 


was at St. Paul's CoHege before }- 


he entered defendant's service: 
He got $25 a month previously. 
It was never arranged that he 
should take-the fourth and fifth 
classes, He denied that he ever 
went to defendant’ and said he 
could not teach Chinese composi- 
tion. He could teach it. 

When he left defendant's employ 
after four months their accounts 
were not settled up. He asked
